Trial date set after

Fire breaks out at home 

Minimal damage reported after possible chimney blaze

Firefighters were called to 
a home in north-end Hali¬ 
fax yesterday to battle a 
suspected chimney fire 
that threatened the 
second floor of a residence 
and adjoining homes. 

Halifax Regional Fire Pla¬ 
toon Chief 
Gary Mc¬ 
Curdy said 
firefighters 
received re¬ 
ports of a 
potential 
chimney 
fire at 5683 
Woodill St. 
at approxi¬ 
mately 
11:50 a.m. 

The home 
is connect¬ 
ed to anoth¬ 
er property, 
and is situ¬ 
ated very 
close to another. 

“Our concern was that 
the fire was going to be 
trapped into the ceiling 
and it was going to move 
into the adjoining unit,” 
McCurdy said. “We were 
trying to prevent that from 
happening ... (by) trying to 


confine it to the unit of ori¬ 
gin.” 

McCurdy said damage to 
the property was minimal, 
and mostly caused by fire¬ 
fighters’ efforts to contain 
the blaze, which took a lit¬ 


tle over an hour. 

“(It’s) a little early at this 
point,” he said as to the 
possible cause. “It’s an old¬ 
er home, the chimney is al¬ 
so older, so there’s a possi¬ 
bility that (the fire) may 


have gotten out from the 
mortar, from the liner of 
bricks into the neighbour¬ 
ing structure.” 

There was no damage to 
adjoining units, and no 
one was injured.

Charges laid after weekend robberies

Police responded to 
three separate robberies 
over a period of five hours, 
including two taking place 
at the same time on differ¬ 
ent sides of the harbour. 

At 11:10 p.m., police re¬ 
sponded to a robbery in 


the parking lot of the Mc¬ 
Donald’s on Main Street in 
Dartmouth. 

Police say a man ap¬ 
proached someone sitting 
in his car and demanded 
money while holding his 
hand under his shirt. 

According to police, the 
victim believed he had a 
weapon but didn’t give 
any money to the suspect. 

Police say the accused 
then allegedly fled in a ve¬ 
hicle, with the victim fol¬ 
lowing him and directing 


officers to his location. 

A man is now facing a 
charge of attempted rob¬ 
bery. 

Also at 11:10 p.m. in Hal¬ 
ifax, police responded to a 
robbeiy in Armstrong 
Court as a man delivering 
food for a restaurant was 
confronted by two males. 

Police say the suspects 
demanded money, and 
one sprayed the victim 
with the bear spray. Both 
fled the area on foot and 
there have been no ar¬ 


rests. 

The other robbeiy took 
place at 6:44 p.m. on 
Spring Garden Road. Po¬ 
lice say officers encoun¬ 
tered two men allegedly 
assaulting a third male, 
with the victim covered in 
blood. 

The victim told police 
he was beaten by the 
males who took some of 
his belongings. 

The men — aged 20 and 
25 — were arrested and 
are facing various charges. 


Hike in water rates proposed to fund Vital work'

Halifax Water has filed 
an application with the No¬ 
va Scotia Utility and Re¬ 
view Board requesting an 


increase to rates that, if ap¬ 
proved, would see cus¬ 
tomers hit with a 40 per 
cent rate increase over the 
next year. 

Halifax Water says the 
rate increase is needed to 
do what it calls “vital 
work” on aging and rapid¬ 
ly deteriorating waste- 
water and stormwater sys¬ 


tems. 

“Many of the under¬ 
ground pipes that carry 
our wastewater and 
stormwater are over 100 
years old and in desperate 
need of repair,” Halifax 
Water general manager 
Carl Yates says in a release, 
adding the current rate 
structure won’t fund these 


steps. 

The proposed rate struc¬ 
ture would see rates rise by 
$8.64 a month on Oct. 1 
and another $7.60 a month 
on April 1, 2011. 

The Utility and Review 
Board will hold a hearing 
on this request June 7 to 9 
with a decision expected in 
September.

Haliburton Place in the 
Hants Community Hospi¬ 
tal in Windsor closed tem¬ 
porarily Saturday after 
some patients became ill. 

Visitor restrictions are 
also in place for nursing 
units at Dartmouth Gener¬ 
al Hospital and the Halifax 
Infirmary site of the 
Queen Elizabeth II Health 
Sciences Centre. 

Health officials are ask¬ 
ing people not to visit 
nursing homes or 
hospitals if they are ill or 
have close contacts who 
are or have been ill. 

They say staff members 
who have symptoms of 
norovirus should not go to

Earth Hour 
drives drop 
in power 
consumption

Scotians again went into 
the dark for Earth Hour. 

Nova Scotia Power’s en¬ 
ergy control centre 
reported an 18-megawatt 
reduction in power con¬ 
sumption between 8:30 
and 9:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, when Earth 
Hour 2010 took place and 
people were asked to turn 
off their lights. 

According to local 
organizers, this 
represented an 
equivalent savings of 
more than 1.4 million, 
13-watt compact fluores¬ 
cent light bulbs. 

In downtown Halifax, a 
free concert marking 
Earth Hour drew a small 
crowd at Grand Parade 
Square in front of city 
hall before the lights 
were dimmed on a cold 
evening. 

Ken Boudreau of 
Halifax said he came to 
the concert because one 
person can make a differ¬ 
ence even when it comes 
to global issues. 

“It shows that a little by 
everybody means a lot,” 
he said. “That’s what 
we’re trying to show.”

Macdonald Bridge went 
dark a few minutes 
before 8:30 p.m. Saturday 
and the MacKay Bridge 
followed suit. 

In total, some 4,000 
cities in more than 120 
countries took part in

Zinck says he was urged to take buyout 

Premier denies it was suggested NDP member take $45K, quit legislature 


A Nova Scotia New 
Democrat kicked out of 
caucus over unpaid bills 
says the party reminded 
him last year if he properly 
timed his departure from 
politics, he would be eligi¬ 
ble for a $45>ooo payout. 

Dartmouth North MLA 
Trevor Zinck said Friday 
about a week before the 
transition fee was eliminat¬ 
ed, he was told it would be 
a “soft” option for him if he 
quit the legislature. 

Zinck said he wasn’t of¬ 
fered money directly. 

“It was just the money 


that would have been on 
the table, the original buy¬ 
out of the 
$45,000,” he 
said on Mar¬ 
itime Morn¬ 
ing with An¬ 
drew Kiystal 
on News 
95.7. 

“What Trevor Zinck 
was stated to 

me at that point was that I 
had an option, or that I had 
options, and that the op¬ 
tion I should consider is 
taking that buyout, going 
away.” 


On Thursday, Zinck said 
he’d been late in paying 
constituency office bills be¬ 
cause of a turnover in his 
office staff and because he 
had to assist in the care of 
his father, who required 
open heart surgeiy in the 
fall. 

He also said stress led 
him to drink more and he 
developed a problem with 
online gambling. 

Zinck has said he under¬ 
went counselling and Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter knew 
about it. 

Dexter said Zinck’s per-

sonal troubles weren’t a 
factor in the caucus deci¬ 
sion to drop him. 

The premier also said the 


party didn’t suggest Zinck 
might resign before the 
transition fee was killed. 

“It didn’t happen,” the 
premier said Friday. 

“I think what we are see¬ 
ing is someone who is try- 
ing to deal with difficulties 
in his life and I think trying 
to find ways to shift the fo¬ 
cus and it’s, frankly, diffi¬ 
cult to watch.” 

Dexter said he consulted 
with his chief of staff and 
was told, “nothing of this 
nature was transmitted to 
him (Zinck).”

Bill tabled to make 
spending public 


legislature The Nova Scotia 
government introduced leg¬ 
islation Friday that it says 
would tighten oversight 
and make spending by 
provincial politicians more 
open by posting their ex¬ 
penses online. 

The bill, tabled by Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter, is his 
majority government’s first 
bill of the new spring sitting 
of the legislature. It is 
aimed at dealing with the 
fallout from a report last 
month by the province’s au¬ 
ditor general that uncov¬ 
ered numerous instances of 
inappropriate spending and 
was critical of a secretive 
system riddled with vague 
rules and lax oversight. 

The bill would create a 
new commission to oversee 


the spending of the house, 
replacing the Internal Econ¬ 
omy Board. Unlike the 
board, the all-party commis¬ 
sion would hold its meet¬ 
ings in public. 

The legislation also cre¬ 
ates an audit committee 
that would include two 
non-members of the house 
appointed by the province’s 
chief justice to oversee 
spending. The bill would al¬ 
low the auditor general to 
regularly audit legislative 
expenditures and would see 
all of the expenses of indi¬ 
vidual members published 
online. the Canadian press

Canada to pay $100M 
for Haiti recovery dub 


price tag Canada is prepar¬ 
ing to pay $100 million to 
join an exclusive new in¬ 
ternational club that 
would guide the rebuilding 
of earthquake-ravaged 
Haiti, The Canadian Press 
has learned. 

That’s the price tag for a 
seat on the proposed Inter¬ 
im Haitian Recovery Com¬ 
mission, which is expected 
to be one of the key an¬ 
nouncements to be made 
this week at the New York 
international donors’ con¬ 
ference on Haiti. 

“Canada has been a ma¬ 
jor partner and a major 
donor to Haiti in the past 
years, so we will be there,” 
said a senior government 
official. “Not sure of the 
structure, but Canada will 
play a major role.” 

The new commission 
will be made up of repre¬ 
sentatives from more than 
a dozen donor countries, 
the Haitian government, 
the Organization of Ameri¬ 
can States, the 15-country 
Caribbean bloc known as 
CARICOM, NGOs and inter¬ 
national institutions. Its 
creation is one of two ma¬ 
jor announcements ex¬ 
pected from Wednesday’s 
Haiti summit in New York, 
senior World Bank officials 
said. 

The other is the creation 
of a trust fund for Haiti’s

long-term reconstruction 
that would operate in con¬ 
cert with the commission. 

“The deliverable from 
New York is to really as¬ 
sure the international 
community and Haitians 
that the elements are in 
place,” Yvonne Tsilcata, the 
World Bank director for 
the Caribbean said. “Flesh¬ 
ing out the reconstruction 
agency is one. Having the 
multi-donor trust fund op¬ 
erational is another.” 

The World Bank and oth¬ 
er international actors are 
keen to see Canada play an 
active role in the decision¬ 
making commission. 
Haiti’s government esti¬ 
mates it will ultimately 
cost $11.5 billion to re¬ 
build from the Jan. 12 
quake. The government 
announced last month 
that it would match the 
$113 million in private do¬ 
nations to Haiti.

Still searching 
for survivors 

Naval disaster one of South Korea's worst ever 


Weeping, angry relatives 
of 46 crew members miss¬ 
ing after a mysterious ex¬ 
plosion sank a South Kore¬ 
an navy ship sailed around 
the site yesterday while 
others criticized the 
government for lack of re¬ 
sults as rescue teams 
struggled to search for sur¬ 
vivors. 

No one has been found 
since an initial rescue of 58 
sailors from the 1,200-ton 
Cheonan that sank early 
Saturday near the tense 
border with North Korea. 
No bodies have been dis¬ 
covered either. Still, Presi¬ 


dent Lee Myung-balc re¬ 
fused to give up hope. 

The ship had been on a 
routine patrol with other 
vessels in the Yellow Sea 
off South Korea’s western 
coast. The exact cause of 
the explosion — one of 
South Korea’s worst naval 
disasters — remained un¬ 
clear; officials said it could 
take weeks to determine. 

Fierce waves and high 
winds have hampered the 
search in an area where 
the two Koreas have 
fought three bloody naval 
engagements since 1999. 
Despite the location of the 


sinking, North Korea did 
not appear to be involved. 

“We have detected ‘no 
special movements’ by 
North Korean forces; how¬ 
ever, we, as a command, 
continue to monitor the 
situation and remain pre¬ 
pared for any contin¬ 
gency,” Gen. Walter Sharp, 
chief of the 28,500 U.S. 
troops in South Korea, said 
in a statement yesterday. 

A U.S. militaiy ship 
would join rescue opera¬ 
tions today, according to 
South Korea’s Defence 
Ministry.

In a statement, prosecu¬ 


tors described a scene like 
an action-film heist: About 
10 men dressed in black 
arrived in two cars at the 
Grand Casino shortly after 
4 a.m. 

One smashed the front 
door with a sledgeham¬ 
mer, and the others ran in¬ 
side with machine-guns 


and pistols, the statement 
said. 

Speaking French, a 
group of men ordered the 
guests and employees to 
the floor, while their ac¬ 
complices emptied regis¬ 
ters in the basement and 
an upper floor, it said.

Stage set for ugly 
real estate battle 


A court challenge by the 
Canadian Competition Bu¬ 
reau accusing the Canadi¬ 
an Real Estate Association 
of being anti-competitive 
is “fundamentally miscon¬ 
ceived/’ and should be dis¬ 
missed, say lawyers for 
the organization.

CREA lawyer Katherine Kay 
stated in a 17 page response 
to allegations by the bureau 
filed on Friday.

Talks have 
broken down between the 
two sides, as the stage 
seems set for an ugly battle 
between organized real es¬ 
tate and the Competition 


Time to respond 

A date for the Competi¬ 
tion Tribunal has not yet 
been set, but the Compe¬ 
tition Bureau now has 14 
days to respond to the 
CREA. 


Bureau, which wants lower 
prices for consumers. 

In her response to the 
tribunal, Kay contends Mul¬ 
tiple Listing Service, or 
MLS, rules do not “have a 
negative exclusionary ef¬ 
fect on realtors seeking to 
provide discounted real es- 
tate brokerage 
services or 
limited service 
offerings.” 

The MLS, a 
database of 
homes avail¬ 
able for sale, is 
the property 
of CREA, 
which has 
98,000 mem¬ 
bers across Canada. The 
Competition Bureau wants 
the system opened up to 
more competition. 

One problem, Aitlcen 
says, is that consumers are 
currently forced to buy a 
bundle of services when 
they list their properties.

If you feel stuck in a job 
that frustrates more than 
satisfies, it might be time 
to find a career you can 
truly love. 

Most people harbour 
dreams of pursuing their

f you make a mistake 
at work, your boss will 
probably be very an¬ 
noyed with you. If Jean- 
nine Pilon makes an er¬ 
ror, it’s instantly worth 
thousands of dollars. 

Pilon, now 38, was born 
in Sudbury, Ont., and start¬ 
ed her professional life do¬ 
ing hospice work — caring 
for people who were dying. 

Then she moved up to 
Yellowknife with her then- 
husband, had a baby and 
decided she wanted to do 
something a more positive 
and creative. 

She heard about a dia¬ 
mond-cutting course when 
she attended a trade show. 

Pilon had always been 
artistic: She drew, sewed 
and had painted a huge 
mural on her son’s bed¬ 
room wall. 



Cutting diamonds can actually be dirty work, says Jeannine Pilon. 


Pilon did well right away. 
Staff from Arslanian Cut¬ 
ting Works came in weekly 
to look over the students’ 
work, and liked Pilon’s so 
much she was hired before 
completing the four-month 
course. 

Once on the job, Pilon 
began a three-year appren¬ 
ticeship under a master 
cutter, then wrote an exam 
to be fully certified. 

She only works on dia¬ 


monds that have already 
been through several 
stages and tradespeople, in¬ 
cluding a marker who 
marks where a stone will 
be cleaved into two (as 
most rough diamonds yield 
two stones), a sawer who 
cuts it and a bruter who 
creates the round shape of 
the stone. 

“My job is to make it as 
pure and clear as possible,” 
says Pilon. Using her wheel

— which looks like a 
turntable — and holding 
the diamond in a tool 
called a tang that can be ad¬ 
justed to get the angles per¬ 
fect, she “blocks” the stone 
by creating eight facets on 
the top and eight on the 
bottom of the diamond. 
She constantly looks at the 
stone through a jewellers 
magnifying glass. 

Pilon then moves on to 
brillianteering, which in¬ 
volves cutting 57 tiny, per¬ 
fect facets. 

Each diamond takes be¬ 
tween 15 and 45 minutes 
to complete, but Pilon will 


often spend half the day 
blocking and another half 
brillianteering. 

The work is tedious and 
dirty: Pilon is covered with 
carbon at the end of the 
day and showers as soon as 
she gets home. It’s also 
stressful. 

Overcutting lowers the 
value of the diamond, and 
making too many mistakes 
can mean you’ll soon be 
working on less valuable 
stones. 

Because of the recession, 
Pilon was laid off last sum¬ 
mer. 

Since then, she’s been 
doing freelance work, in¬ 
cluding demonstrating the 
cutting process to the pub¬ 
lic in Yellowknife and at 
the Vancouver Olympics. 

It’s a cleaner version of 
her old job, and one where 
she can wear some of her 
own diamonds. She has 
eight stones, but never 
wears them all at once. 
“I’m not dripping with 
them.”

A $40-million lawsuit 
launched by The Wyrd Sis¬ 
ters, a little-known 
Winnipeg folk group, has 
been settled out of court, 
representatives for both 
sides confirmed. However, 
the settlement is subject to 
a confidentiality clause 
that prevents either side 
from revealing what, if 
any, money has changed 
hands. 

The Wyrd Sisters tried to 
block the 2005 release of 
Harry Potter and The Gob¬ 
let of Fire when they 
found out that the movie, 
like the book on which it 
is based, was to feature a 
rock group called either 
The Weird Sisters or The 
Wyrd Sisters. 

Kim Baryluk, the 
group’s founder and only 
consistent member, sued 
for $40 million, and asked 
an Ontario court to block 
the release of the movie 
across Canada.

Jackson had cream 
for skin-whitening 


search Detectives found 
large quantities of general 
anesthetic and dozens of 
tubes of skin-whitening 
creams in Michael Jack¬ 
son’s home after the 
singer’s death, search war¬ 
rants unsealed Friday show. 

Investigators went to 
Jackson’s rented mansion 
June 29 following a lengthy 
interview with his personal 
physician, Dr. Conrad Mur¬ 
ray, who told them he had 
placed a medical bag in a 
cupboard in a closet. 

At the home, detectives 
found 11 containers of the 
powerful anesthetic propo¬ 
fol, some of them empty, as 
well as a range of sedatives 
and various medical items 
including a box of blood 
pressure cuffs, according to 
the warrants, which were 
redacted and unsealed after 
The Associated Press filed a 
legal motion. 

Jackson’s June 25 death 
at age 50 was ruled a homi¬ 
cide caused by an overdose 
of propofol and other seda¬ 
tives. Murray has pleaded 
not guilty to involuntary 
manslaughter. During their 
search, detectives found 19 
tubes of hydroquinone and 
18 tubes of Benoquin, both 
of which are commonly 
used in the treatment of a 
skin condition Jackson had 
called vitiligo. The disease 
creates patches of de-pig- 
mented skin, and creams 
can be used to lighten skin 
that has retained its colour 
to give a more even appear¬ 
ance. 

“Some people with vitili¬ 


go get to the point where 
there is so much 
of them that is 
pale, it makes 
more sense to re¬ 
move the bits tha 
are brown,” said 
Dr. David Saw- 
cer, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of clinical 
dermatology at the 
University of South¬ 
ern California. 

Benoquin is de¬ 
rived from hydro¬ 
quinone. Though the 
creams can be used 
at the same time, it 
is unusual to do so, 
Sawcer said. The 
medications typical¬ 
ly come in travel- 
toothpaste-sized 
tubes and each treat¬ 
ment usually lasts a 
few months. Side ef¬ 
fects include acute 
sensitivity to the 
sun. 

“In the places they 
have no pigment, 
they are exactly like 
an albino,” Sawcer 
said. 

The skin cream 
was not listed as 
a factor in Jack¬ 
son’s death nor 
was it detected in a 
toxicology report. 

What killed Jack- 
son, according to 
the autopsy re¬ 
port, was an 
overdose of 
propofol, an anes¬ 
thetic normally 
used for surgery.

He ended 
up study¬ 
ing theatre 
at New York 
University 
and now 
not only 
stars in the 
white-hot 
Twilight 

movie series, but has also 
won acclaim for his sup¬ 
porting role as Dr. Fitch 
Cooper on the Showtime 
cable network’s Nurse 
Jackie. 

The dark comedy, which 
had its second season pre¬ 
miere in the U.S. last week, 
was the most-watched new 
series in Showtime’s histo¬ 
ry when it debuted last 
year. 

“I’m a fan of the show. I 
love watching these char¬ 
acters and how they all in¬ 
teract ... and to see how 
they react off of each other, 
and how they get along 
and don’t get along,” 
Facinelli said. 

Edie Falco stars as nurse 
Jackie Peyton, a drug ad¬ 
dict who is both unethical 
on the job and in her mar¬ 


riage. Facinelli’s character, 
a young, Ivy League-edu¬ 
cated know-it-all, is some¬ 
what smitten with his co¬ 
worker. 

“He’s kind of like the kid 
in third grade who has a 
crush on somebody, but it’s 
not being reciprocated, so 
he’s constantly pulling on 
her pigtails trying to get a 
reaction out of her,” he 
said. 

Facinelli, who plays the 
patriarch vampire clan 
leader Dr. Carlisle Cullen in 
the Twilight series, returns 
with the third instalment, 
Eclipse, out June 30. 
Facinelli says Eclipse will 
be more action-based and 
will feature the Cullens in 
a different light. 

“Usually, they’re very 
buttoned-up and you know, 
always trying to appear hu¬ 
man and be in control. And 
in this movie, we have this 
looming presence through¬ 
out the whole movie that’s 
hard to stay in control all 
the time,” he said. 

With steady projects on 
his resume, Facinelli, 36, is 
capitalizing on his success 
by writing movies. He’s 
penned the TV-film Mulli¬ 
gan, which will star is wife, 
former Beverly Hills 90210 
actress Jennie Garth. 

“I finished writing it and 
then she read it and said, 
‘Hey if you ever make this I 
want to play this.’ And I 
said, ‘We’ll see. Maybe 
you’ll come in and audition 
for it,”‘ Facinelli said with a 
laugh. 

He also wrote and will 
star in the romantic come¬ 
dy Loosies, about a pick¬ 
pocket in New York who 
has commitment issues 
and learns from a one- 
night stand that he’s a fa- 
ther-to-be.

Roasted Tomato, 
Pepper and 
Chorizo Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 red onion, with skin, 
quartered 

2 red peppers, halved 
lengthwise 

4 plum tomatoes, halved 
2 garlic cloves, unpeeled 
2 cups chicken stock 
540 mL can red kidney 
beans, drained and rinsed 
100 g chorizo, chopped 
2 tsp balsamic vinegar 
1/3 cup fresh basil, torn 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
Arrange onion, peppers 
and tomatoes on baking 
sheet, cut sides down, 
with garlic cloves. 

2. Cook vegetables 6-8 
minutes or until skins be¬ 
gin to blacken. Remove 
skins from onion, pepper 
and tomatoes, and 


squeeze garlic flesh from 
skins. 

3. Chop half of vegetables 
into small chunks and put 
remainder into blender 
with garlic flesh and 
stock. Process until 
smooth, then add to pot 
with chopped vegetables. 
Season soup with salt and 
ground black pepper. 

4. Bring soup to boil, stir¬ 
ring occasionally. Add 
beans, chorizo and 
balsamic vinegar, cover 
and simmer gently 2-3 
minutes. Toss basil into 
soup and serve.
